Lyons, August 3.—The second day of the 
trial of the anarchist assassih, Santo 
Cesario, opened with the testimony of the 
soldier, Leblanc, who, while under arrest 
for desertion, was confined in the hospital 


@ patient in that institution. Leblanc re- 
lated the purport of his chats with Cesario 
while in the hospital, and persisted in his 
previous statement that Cesario had de- 
clared that the anarchists would not kill a 
president or a king, and also in his state- 
ment that Cesario had said that the lots 
had been drawn and that he had in this 
way been assigned to go to Lyons and kill 
M. Carnot. ; 

Cesario denied that he had said these 
things to Leblanc, though he admitted that 
he had preached anarchistic doctrines to 
him. Concerning the drawing of lots, Ce- 
sario said that anarchists retained abso- 
lute individual liberty of action, and would 
not execute deeds merely because they 
happened to have been selected by hazard, 
or for any other particular reason than 
that of their own will. 

At 9:30 o’clock the arguments began. The 
prisoner’s counsel] in the course of his ar- 
gument said that Cesario had fied front 
Italy to France because he had been con- 
demned in Italy. He came to France with- 
out money and without a passport. Under 
the circumstances his friends were neces- 
sarily among the anarchists, who reiterated 
to him the incisions to crime which Gori 
had inculcated in him. Cesario, he de- 
clared, was a mere instrument. 

“No!” shouted Cesario, springing to his 
feet, ‘that is not true.” 

The prisoner then, in an excited manner, 
addressed himself to M. Debreuil, insisting 
that he terminate his argument at once. 

M. Breuill, the presiding judge, frowned 
the prisoner down and threatened to put 
him outside the courtroom and keep him 
there during the remainder of the trial if 
he did not remain quiet. 

Cesario subsided. When the argument 
had been concluded the court gave these 
‘questions to the jury: | ) 
“Did the prisoner, Santo Cesario, assas- 
sinate President Carnot, and was the crime 
premeditated ?’’ 

A Verdict of Guilty. 
The jury retired at 12:05 o’clock and was 
out just thirteen minutes. They returned 
to court and presented an affirmative an- 
Swer to both questions. 
Cesario, who had itr the meantime been 
removed from the courtroom, was brought 
back and the jury’s declaration was read 
to kim by the registrar. 
At the announcement of the verdict the 
supercilious grin which Cesario hag -worn 
most of the time during the trial disap- 
peared like magic and his face blanched. 
Attorney General Folchier demanded the 
immediate imposition of the death penalty. 

To Die by the Guillotine. 

There was a silence for a moment and 
then the judge in solemn tone, but with a 
touch of harshness, pronounced the sentence 
that the prisoner be put to death by the 
guillotine. 
As the sound of the judge’s voice ceased 
Cesario pulled himself together—for a mo- 
ment he was almost limp—and in a feeble 
voice .exclaimed: 
“Vive la revolution!” 
Two gendarmes' seized the condemned 
assassin and as they hurried him out of 
the room on the way to his cell he did not 
forget to shout, in a voice somewhat strong- 
er than his last utterance, the meaningless 
words employed by all anarchists convicted 
of crime: 
“Courage, comrades, vive l’anarchie!’’ 
The written statement prepared by Cesario 
and read to the court by the interpreter, 
is a maundering and disjointed production, 
containing the customary anarchistic af- 
firmations that hundreds died af hunger 
and exposure; that children and women 
work fifteen hours a day for a mere pit- 
tance, living upon black bread, while the 
fortunes of the favored few are squandered 
in luxuries and other familiar. platitudes. 

Cesnario’s Statement. 
“When a child,” the prisoner says in 
his statement, “I believed in God. When I 
became older I saw that it was not God 
that created man, but that it was man who 
created God. Though I have been but a 
short time here, I have seen much in- 
justice. The strikers in the north, after 
three months’ privation, were forted to 
resume work at the same old starvation 
wages. After this act, the authorities, not 
satisfied with punishing these poor wretchés, 
persecuted them and domiciliary visits were 
made to all persons of our sect. Just 
as.long as these measures are employed so 
long will we reply with the dagger and 
with dynamite. The last words cf the 
Chicago martyrs were: ‘Long live anarchy! 
Death to society!’ These words crossed the 
ocean and the mountains will resound with 
them everywhere until the sect’s ideal pre- 
vails. When no longer starving working 
men are driven to suicide, and when no 
longer the sect is persecuted, but the rulers 
and legislators are extirpated, then will 
come the era of the exploitation of the work- 
ingmen and happiness will reign supreme.”

Without Hope of Salvation, Their 
Pigtails Having Been Cut Off. 


London, August 4.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Tien-Tsin, dated August 2d, 
11:40 a. m., says: 

“The preamble of an imperial edict just 
issued recites China’s claims in Corea, its 
hundreds of years suzerainty of that coun- 
try and the constant assistance it has ren- 
dered the vassal king to subdue rebellions. 
China, it continues, recently sent forces to 
Corea with this object in view. Japan, 
without the right, also sent troops and re- 
fused to withdraw them. She has, further, 
sunk a transport carrying Chinese soldiers, 
and her action has been condemned by oth- 
er powers. 

“The emperor places all the military au- 
thorities under Viceroy Li H Chang, 
who will protect the rights of the empire. 
He also orders the capture and destruction 
of Japanese ships wherever found.” 

The Emperor and Li Hung Chang. 


Shanghai, August 3.—Dispatches, have been 
received confirming the report that the em- 
peror has divested Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
of the order of the Yellow Riding Coat, 
which is the highest order in China, allow- 
ing the wearer privileges next to those of 
royalty. 

The emperor has freely expressed his an- 
ger at the viceroy’s having allowed Japan 
to get ahead of China in preparing for 
war. The act of the emperor in divesting 
the viceroy of this order does not necessa- 
rily imply his deposition from office, but 
it has fallen like a thunderbolt here, as it 
is feared that the incident will lead .to 
Li Hung’s complete overthrow.

The emperor has. been influenced in his 
action by members of his family hostile 
to the viceroy’s pro-European policy.

This: is, however, strenuously denied by 
the leaders of the American Railway Un- 
ion, who declare that this report wag cir- 
culated by enemies of Debs to injure him 
in the eyes of the laboring classes. The 
convention throughout was strongly -politi- 
cal in character, and there was much more 
talk of the populist party in the two day’s 
deliberations which ended tonight than 
there was of the rights of labor. 

It is certain that should Debs care to run 
for the chief magistracy of the Hoosier 
State at the next election on the populist 
ticket, he would receive the support of the 
party almost to a man. 
When approached on this subject tonight 
by a reporter Debs denied that he had any 
political end in view. He had, he said, only 
the good will of the laboring men at heart. 
The most important action taken by the 
convention was the issuing of a general ad- 
dress, the title of which was “A Resolution 
to the Voters of the Country.’ The senti- 
ment of this address, the text of which the 
convention declined to make public, was 
almost entirely political, advising every la- 
boring man to turn out at*the polls and vote 
the ticket of the people’s party. The reso- 
lutions génerally condemn the railroads 
and monopolies and give reasons why the 
strike should not be declared off in favor of 
individual strikers on the different railroad 
systems. 

The alleged unwarranted interference of 
the federal authorities is enlarged upon, The 
statement is matie that the strike would 
have been successful, but for the action of 
the federal authgrities, instigated by thé 
railroad corporations. 

The sentiment of the convention was al- 
most unanimous that the strike 
should become a political factor and leader.

YESTERDAY’S NECK BREAKINGS, 


A Murderer Executed at Raleigh, N. C. 
Hangings Elsewhere. 


. Raleigh, N. C., August 3.—Orange Page, 
colored, the murderer of Rosa Haywood, 
an aged colored woman, paid the penalty 
of his crime on the gallows here today. 
The execution was private and was wit- 
nessed by about fifty persons at the coun- 
ty jail here. A large crowd of curious peo- 
ple assembled outside the enclosure. Page 
broke down and sobbed as he was being 
led to the gallows, and had to be assisted 
to the place. 

Prayer was offered by a clergyman, after 
which Page prayed himself, in a rambling 
way, for five minutes, avowing his hope 
and faith in his salvation. After the noose 
and black cap had been placed over his 
head, he made a sign that he wished to 
speak, and the cap was remroved. Page 
then said that he hoped to meet all his 
friends in glory and shook hands with the 
officers and said goodby. 

The trap was sprung at 11:20 o’clock, and 
Page was declared dead in sixteen minutes. 
He died of strangulation, and it was a 
remarkable fact that no convulsions of 
the body were noticeable. 

On the night of January 16th Page and 
a colored woman, named Nancy Smith, 
who was his paramour, murdered Rosa 
Haywood, with whom they were lodging, 
and stole a@ small sum of money which 
she had in her house. Both were cenvicted 
of the crime and the Smith woman given 
a life sentence in the state prison, which 
she is now serving. 


SOLVING A MURDER, 


A Woman, Who Says She Saw the 
Crime, Tells of It. 
Columbia, 8S. C., August 3.—(Spectal.)— 
Last March Postmaster Gayden, of East- 
over, a station on the Western Carolina 
and Augusta railroad, was foully murdered 
near Wedgefield, a station a few miles 
further south.

MUCH BETTER TIMES ARE AHEAD 


The War Between China and Japan Has 
Not Helped Things Mucb at Yet, but 
Will Effect Some Articles. 


New York, August 3—Bradstreet’s to 
morrow will say: 

“While little significance is attached te 
the moderate improvement in trade at Sag 
Francisco, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Augusta 
and Atlanta; when it is added that clearing 
house totals for July report twenty-nine 
cities with larger aggregates than in July 
last year, contrasted with the June report, 
which contains only eighteen cities with 
aggregates larger than those in June @ 
year ago, it is perceived that there are in- 


increase in the volume of business. Wool 
remains steady at last week's 1 cent ad- 
vance, speculation having been stimulated 
by differences of opinion as to the tariff 
outlook for that staple. Wheat has ad- 
vanced, in sympathy with corn, on in- 
creased crders and reports of crop damage 
from abroad, while corn’s sharp advance 
is due partly to exaggerated notions of 
damage from drought. There is little like- 
lihood of the corn crop being smaller thas 
in either of the two preceding years, note 
withstanding our advices of 2% per cent 
damage in Kansas and 4 per cent in Nee 
braska. Southern crop prospects generally 
are excellent... 

“The improvement announced in the gene 
eral trade at San Francisco is in part based 
on the interest manifested in the war in 
Asia, provision dealers particularly antici- 
pating largely increased trade. 

“War between China and Japan has not 
affected the price of tea here yet, though 
there is an increased demand noted at New 
York, Boston and Chicago. Cable advices 
are that crops of tea are likely to equal 
those of last year. Teas are low now, and 
stocks here moderate. 
be closed high prices would follow quickly. 
China exports but lUttle rice, and Japan’s 
rice export season has passed, while we aré 
entering upon a new crop. Prices of rice 
would probably be sharply affected should 
the war continue another season. They 
may be moderately enhanced in any event,

Capital is conservative, cautious and 
timid, It will go nowhere unless assured 
of the protection that results from law 
and order and good govérnment.

Speaker Crisp’s letter is a sharp re- 
minder to those voters who are think- 
ing about deserting the democratic par- 
ty beeause of the failure of the party in 
congress to carry out all the pledges of 
the platform, that thirty years of re- 
publican misrule cannot be cured in a 
few months, and that althongh the re- 
publicans are out of power, the trusts 
and monopolies which they created are 
still in active possession of the ill-got- 
ten gains which republican legislation 
has piled up for their benefit. 

As Speaker Crisp says, if any deim- 
ocratic representative has failed to vote 
in accordance with the platform pledges, 
the remedy is not to abandon the party, 
which is not responsible, but to abandon 
the unfaithful representative. “No 
man,” says the speaker, “is greater than 
his party, and no party ean hope for 
success that does not choose represen- 
tatives in full sympathy and aceord 
with its purposes and its principles.” 

There has been delay in the fulfill- 
ment of the party’s pledges, but what 
does that delay amount to compared 
with the long delay that will ensue if 
democrats cripple and weaken the party 
organization by deserting it?

Jt is evident that the republicans in 
every quarter of the union regard silver 
as the winning issue, and they are los- 
ing no time in getting on the right side. 

If there is any danger to us in this 
scheme it will be caused by the failure 
of the democrats to stick to the silver 
plank of their platform, All that we 
have to do is to convince the country 
that we propose to redeem our pledge 
to restore bimetallism by immediate 
legislation that will carry it into effect 
without unnecessary delay. To suppose 
that a great party holding this advant- 
age will deliberately throw it away is 
to charge it with a degree of folly 
amounting to a political crime.

That is the result of a conference te- 
tween the executive committee of the Cotton 
States and Internationa] exposition ani 
the county commissioners, which was he)d 
yesterday aftermoon, and at which the ut- 
‘most harmony and the best of good will 
prevailed. 

Among the gentlemen present at the 
conferencé were R. D. Spalding, J. G. 
OQglesby, Captain James W. English, Hon. 
‘Bam Thanhouser, Captain T. B. Neal, H. 
C. Stockdell, Phil Harralson, Alex Smith, 
=k. P. Chamberlin, H. L. Wilson, J. R. Wil- 
son, Anton Kontz, Martin Amorous, Stuart 
Woodson, C. A. Collier, J. D. Collins, «. 
W. Hunnicutt, Joseph Thompson and Ty- 
ler Cooper. 

There was a iiberal discussion of the 
resolutions, and the action to be taken by 
the county commissioners, and several 
speeches were made by prominent gentle- 
men. There were some who xdvocated 
taking the entire force of the county con- 
victg and putting it te work on the cxpo- 
sition grounds. This would leave unfinished 
several roads that are now being worked 
on. Commissioner Collins explained that 
in working a road the convicts had to be 
worked in squads as they could not work 
at the some time all together. This neces- 
sarily broke the road in several places 
and made it a matter of necessity to fin- 
ish the grading, to a certain exiet, 
before the men were removed. 

Captain English made a speech and im- 
pressed these present with the necessity 
of lending every energy towards making 
the exposition a thorough and a genuine 
success. Mr. BR. P. Dodge spoke in favor 
of using the convicts for grading purposes. 
Mr.'H. H. Cabaniss, Mr. R. D. #palding 
and Mr. Alex Smith also made chort talks 
om the same line 

The conference adjourned, and the county 
commissioners took up the consideration 
of the resolutions. The resolutions were 
read and adopted without a dissenting voice 
or the expression of any adverse sentiment. 

The resolutions read as follows: 

“Whereas, It is manifest that the propos. 
ed Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion will be of untold benefit to Atlanta 
and the county of Fulton; and 

“Whereas, The scope upon which such ex- 
position has been cagt makes it necessary, 
by the certainty of the national govern- 
ment becoming an exhibitor thereat, will 
require that every dollar at the disposal 
of the exposition company shall be ex- 
perded in the erection of the necessary 
buildings; end 

“Whereas, Considerable grading is neces- 
sary to be done on said exposition grounds, 
‘before work on the buildings can coin- 
mence, and work thereby be furnished the 
unemployed mecehanics in our communi- 


ty; and 

“Whereas, It is eminently proper that the 
county of Fulton im its corporate capacity 
should render ail the assistance in its pow- 
er to the movement, which is fraught with 
so much good to all our people; thereloure, 
be it 

“Resolved, That the superintendent of 
public works be instructed to place a force 
at once of not less than fifty hands upon 


‘the necessary grading of the building sitcs, 
drives, lakes, etc, within said grounds, 
and that such force be increased from 
time to time as rapidly as the different 
squads complete the work upon which 
they are now engaged until a sufficient 
force is engaged to complete the game 
expeditiously.” 
Great News for the Exposition. 

Glorious news for the exposition was re- 
ceived yesterday by President Collier. Sen- 
ator Walsh telegraphed that it had been 
decided to permit all exhibitions for the 
Cotton States and International exhibition 
to enter the United States free of all duty 
charges. This is a great concession, and 
means mcre for the exposition than can be 
comprehended at present. By this many 
countries will be induced to make exh‘bits, 
and it is but another step towards rmakirg 
the Cotton States and International erpo- 
sition one of the grandest in the country.

NEW YORK, August 3—The selling 
movement in American Sugar, which was 
euch a conspicuous feature of yesterday's 
closing at the stock exchange was not con- 
tinued at the opening this morning.

If you _are choosing a dog for a friend 


Parc ompanion be sure to get one of a good 


breed. For $ or $10 you can pick°up a 
very decent puppy with a pedigree, but 
never buy your dog of a Street peddier, 
for you will certainly be cheated, so try 
and make a bargain for your dog with some 
one you can trust. Consider beforehand 
what you want in your dog and whether 
he will be happy with you. The boy who 
lives in a flat has no right to confine a 
dog in so small a space, while the boy who 
lives in a city house that has a small yard 
behind, where his dog can get exercise and 
open air, had best have a fox terrier, who is 
a good ratter. An Irish terrier also is a 
nice dog for a city house, 

For the country you cannot go very far 
wrong in choosing any one of the dogs men- 
tioned below. Pointers and setters are spe- 
cially adapted for hunting, but they also 
make the best kind of pets and all around 
dogs. 

A healthy puppy should have a cold nose, 
a nice, clean, smooth skin, slightly greasy 
and a little loose. His eyes must be bright 


and clear, his: gums and tongue a fresh |

It would be just as well for the boy on 
the lookout for a good dog to cut out this 
list of the important points and keep it at 
hand to refer to should a dog be offered 
him for sale. 

The Irish setter should be a deem blood 
red, little or no white about him, nose 
deep tan, eyes large and expressive, coat 
free from curls, tail held straight out and 
a little lower than the back. The English 
setter in the cut holds his tail just right. 
His face long and his legs long. He needs 
lots of water, but can stand a great deal 
of hard work. | 

The Gudon, black and tan, is a beautiful 
dog for a pet. He is not so fast as the 
Irishman, and has a large coarser head. 
His coat should be a rich glossy black 
with warm tan markings. 

In selecting a setter be careful to avoid 
pig eyes, curly hair and a badly held tail. 

See that a bull terrier’s head is flat and 
wedge shaped, as the picture ghows, the 
teeth powerful, nese black, eyes small, 
black and oblong, upright ears, body deep, 
hind legs long, feet long. A bulldog whose 
tail is thin, fine set, low and carried 
straight is a good fighter, and this is a dog 
who can learn all sorts of tricks. 

Examine a fox terrier’s coat first. It 
Should be smooth and hard in texture, with 
white predominating; tail rather high, held 
at right angle to back, head flat, powerful, 
clean cut jaw. A fox terrier’s ears must 
be V-shape and carried as shown in the 
cut. Remember, this is his most tmpor- 
tant point. He is death on cats, as is the 
bull terrier also. 

The bulldog ought to be white, brindle, 
tawny or pied; fine coat, chest wide, back 
short, short, wrinkled face, turn up muzzle;

Four-Footed Soldiers. 


If domestic animals were as long-lived 
as men, and were eligible to the Grand 
Army of the Republic and the confederate 
yeterans’ associations, those honorable or- 
ganizations would have many four-legged 
members, not to speak of two-legged mem- 
bers who were not men, but birds. Hun- 
dreds of regiments or companies had with 
them in the civil war a dog, cat, or other 
animal, which followed them wherever they 
went, and not infrequently went into ac- 
tion with them. 

The most famous of the non-human com- 
batants was undoubtedly Old Abe, the war 
eagle of’the Eighth Wisconsin regiment, 
whose history. has often been told, and 
whose loud screams were heard in many 
battles, as he circled about over the smoke 
of the guns. But there were other animal 
combatants who were as warlike as he, 
though they failed to win fame. | 

The story of such an antagonist has lately 
been related in The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat by Captain Fred Smith, who was a 
soldier in an Illinois battery of light artil- 
lery in the civil war. When he enlisted 
at Mattoon his dog, Zip, followed him. Zip 
was a common and unprepossessing ‘“‘yalier’’ 
dog. Smith sent him home, but he re- 
fused to stay: The captain took a liking 
to the dog and allowed him to remain in 
camp, and when the battery was ordered 
south, Zip went too. 

Some very active service followed, in all 
of which the dog took a prominent part. 
He would take up a position near the field 
pieces and bark defiance at the enemy. 

At Shiloh a shell expldded within ten feet 
of Zip, cuting off three inches of his bushy 
So far from being disabled by this 

he was greatly stimulated by it, 
-on the enemy, barking furi- 
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did the same, ‘ 

For fully ten minutes the batteries stood 
still while the gunners watched the contest 
between their representatives, who were 
‘Mike two chosen knights of old. “Sic him, 
| " the confederates shouted, and “Go 
‘Tear him up, Zip!” the union sol- 
diers ocrtammed. while the dogs sought to 
fight out in“their own persons the*cause of 
the north and ‘the south. Preséntly a con- 
fedrate sergeant ‘threw stone at Zip. 

“Keep your hands off that dog!” yelled 
the captain of the Illinois battery, and he 
trained a gun on the confederate group. 
That set both batteries to going again; and 
still, beneath the rain of iron, the two dogs 
fought on. 

Smith owns, sorrowfully, that Zip got the 
worst of it. He was too small for his 
antagonist; but when he at last crawled 
out of the fight, the union battery threw 
a six-pound shell into the confederate dog 
and blew him to pieces. Zip recovered and 
followed his master all through the war. 


A Dealer in Lions. 


A French paper publishes an interesting 
account of Karl Hagenbeck, the famuvuus 
German “lion merchant,” and of his busi- 
ness. His father was a dealer in fish, but 
at an early age Karl took to the sea, made 
long voyages, lost fortunes as rapidly as 
he made them, then became a lion-tamer 
and showman, ultimately establishing the 
celebrated Thierpark at Hamburg, which 
supplies animals, more or less wild, to 
nearly all the zoological gardens and men- 
ageries in Europe. 

Hagenbeck sells every year seven or 
eight hundred lions, nearly as many ti- 
gers, three or four hundred elephants, sev- 
eral hundred panthers, crocodiles and ser- 
pents. He himself trains the wild beasts sent 
out for show, and is the first to take them 
in hand when they reach Europe. 

The most expensive animals are the ele- 
phants, especially when very large, a fine 
specimen like the late lamented Jumbo 
fetching $15,000 or $20,000. A female hippo- 
potamus six years of age is worth about 
$4,500, a rhinoceros $3,000, an Indian tapir 
$1,000; lions, according to their age and 
beauty, fetch from $200 to $2,000, home-bred 
lions being of comparatively little value. 
A fine tiger is not worth more than $1,000, 
a black panther $500, a leopard $160, a white 
bear $300 and a black bear $160. Among 
horned animals giraffes and bisons fetch 
the best prices. Snakes are comparatively 
cheap. Hagenbeck employs a staff of 
men to scour the world for animals, many 
of whom are absent for years. 


An Impatient Panther. 


Hunters who go forth to shoot panthers 
have generally a story of triumph, or at 
least of a worthy and thrilling escape to 
relate. But the author of “Thirty Years 
of Shikar’’ describes the only chance he 
ever had of making an appearance as re- 
sulting in a crushing failure. He gives 
the story as follows: 

“A panther Wag marked down for me 
in a small thicket and I went forth to do 
for it. When I reached the ground the 
panther was still there, and a keen- 
eyed native pointed it out to me. 

** ‘Hitherward was its head,’ said this man 
‘thitherward its tail. Doesn’t the suahib 
see it.

“But not see that panther—eit

Of head or 
tail I made out nothing where all was 
equally one or -the other, and still that 
native of keenest vision besought me to 
see that panther’g head and tail and 
right forefoot and many other details of its 
anatomy. 

“Then there came a roar out of the 
thicket and a rush which was like the vol- 
canic upheaval of the ground at my feet, 
and, as it seemed, several tons of that 
upheaved matter hit me in the chest and 
other parts and I was catapulted onto the 
broad of my back a yard or two from where 
I had stood. 

“That upheaval was the panther. The 
brute hadn’t had the patience to wait until 
I saw him or the modesty to take himself 
off peaceably in some other direction; he 
had resented my staring his way, even 
though I saw him not, and so had emerged 
out of his lair like an animal rocket and 
knocked me down in his flight. 

“As he failed to claw me, I came off 
scatheless, but not so my attendant, who 
foolishly embraced that panther in view 
to arresting his flight. He got himself 
badly mauled and did not come a whole 
man out of his hospital for some weeks. 
That was my disastrous commencement 
with panthers.’’

Now 
by holding on to the stairs with his hands, 
the pupil is free to work his legs, and thus 
first; tests the buoyancy of the water and 
has made a long step towards gaining con- 
fidence. -The instructor takes hold of his 
feet and shows him the correct movement 
for the breast stroke, which is the first 


taught and really the fundamental stroke in“ 


swimming. After this the boy is suspend- 
ed from a pole, with a belt around his waist 
and shown the arm movement, and later on 
the combination of arm and leg. ‘The 
next step is to enter deep water with a 
life buoy, which consists of a cork or rub- 
ber rod about three feet long. It is placed 
under the armpits and across the chest. 
Any one can make a life buoy, for a fairly 
broad board or round piece of wood will 
answer the same purpose as cork. This 
is a most valuable hint to beginners, for 
the average boy can by this means learn to 
swim after a very few attempts. 

Now for the boy who is determined to 
swim, but has no one to teach him how. 
Let him hunt a shelving, gravelly shore, 
where the depth increases gradually. It 
is immaterial whether the water is fresh 
or salt, but it should be smooth. He 
should wade out to the depth of four feet 
and duck cemmpletely andér water. Then 
wade'jin towards shore until the bottom 
can be reached with the tips of the fingers; 
let the body assume a horizontal position, 
at the same time sinking entirely below 
the surface. With one arm supporting him 
he can strike out boldly with the legs and 
other arm. In a short time he will be 
able to strike out with both arms, making 
a great splash, no doubt, and securing a 
large mouthful of water, possibly, but he 
will soon be able to take three or four 
strokes without going under, and after thag 
a dozen, when his further progress Ge- 
pends only on the amount of practice he

French Peasants. 


M. Betham Edwards, in her “France of 
Today,” speaks again and again of the bene- 
fits accruing from the ownership of land 
by the peasantry. As a native of England, 
she seems to have been peculiarly impressed 
by this feature of life across the channel. 
She writes with special enthusiasm of Osse, 
“a remote Pyrenean village admirably 
adapted for the study of rural life.” “A 
beautiful spirit of humanity,” she declares, 
“a delicacy, rare among the most polished 
societies, characterize these frugal sons and 
daughters @f the soil.” 

As sordidness carried to the pitch of bru- 
tality is often imputed to the French peas- 
ant, let me relate an incident that occurred 
hereabouts not Iong before my visit. 

The land is minutely divided, many posses- 
sing a cottage and field only. One of these 
sraall owners was suddenly ruined by the 
falling of a rock; his cottage, cow and pig 
were destroyed. Without saying 4 word, 
his neighbors, like himself in very humble 
circumstances, made up a purse of 10 
francs, a large sum with such donors, and, 
téo deficate-minded to offer the gift them- 
selves, deputed am outsider to do it anony- 
mously. 

Another instance in point came to my 
knowledge. This was of a young woman 
servant, who, during the illness of her em- 

yers, refused to accept wages. 
—o will pay me some other time,” said 
the girl to her mistress. “Tam sure you can 
ill afford to give me the money now. 

Peasant property, and rural life generally, 
hére presented to me some wholly new fea- 
tures. One of these is the almost entire 
self-sufficingness of very small holdings, 
their owners neither buying nor selling, 
making their little crops and stock almost 
completely supply their needs.
